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CAPTURE OF THE KID 


The Vulcan Advocate 


Much commendation has been expressed for the efficient 
work of the A.P.P. in running to earth the fourth mem¬ 
ber of the Midwinter murder, namely Cassidy, “the Kid” 
of Truro, N.S. No one can withhold credit for the clever 
work of the police, but amongst the paeans of praise, has 
been one which has grated. The writer said: “I got a 
great kick out of the capture.” 

Surely he has not-expressed his sentiments accurately. 
Surely even the police themselves, whose duty it was to 
pursue the search, did not get a “kick” out of the appre¬ 
hension of a 19-year-old boy on such a charge. 

According to the press, the boy’s father died in a mine 
explosion in 1918, leaving his six-year-old boy. How did 
society care for the boy in those intervening years, be¬ 
tween six and nineteen ? What efforts were made to con¬ 
sole his loneliness, to guide his footsteps rightly? 

He came West. Circumstances may have driven him. 
It is quite possible that he may have tried to find work. 
Many boys of that age. with education and character and 
influence have tried in vain to find work. But they have 
fallen back on the security of homes, while the Kid was 
alone, without a home. 

He fell into the company of older men, which is easily 
conceivable. In his presence a ruthless, brutal murder 
was committed by one of the men. And the other mem¬ 
bers of the party {ell of how “the Kjd” kept crying over 
the act as they fled. 

We say that he should at once have informed the police. 
We, who are on the safe side of the law, who have always 
looked on it as protection say this. But no doubt the Kid 
had fallen foul of the law on minor occasions. To him it 
meant punishment, not protection. And at his back was a 
killer. What would most of us, at 19 or 90, entangled in 
the horrors of such a situation have done. Probably, in 
sheer fear, we would have stayed with the gang. And he 
beat his way across the continent, back to the only home 
he knew. __ 

With no desire to minimize his offence, it must be ad¬ 
mitted that it is a situation into which many a homeless 
boy might fall. 

All over the country at the present time are young 
boys of that age. hoboing round, because there is no work, 
obliged to leave home because their homes can not sup¬ 
port them, falling under evil influences and growing cal¬ 
lous to crime. 

Society has responsibility for these young people, who 
are its wards. Primarily, parents have responsibility, in 
safeguarding their children against the first wrong step; 
in strengthening them with defense against temptation, 
and above all in providing them with the security of homo 
and understanding and companionship. It is that convic¬ 
tion that nobody cares, that so often leads yourtg people 
to carelessness and crime. 

Society and governments have a serious responsibility 
for the children who are orphaned, or who have no kindly 
home environment 1 . It is rarely that a twelve-year-old is 
a potential criminal. All he needs is guidance and affec¬ 
tion to make him a useful citizen. But he slips away 
uncared for, in his adolescent years, and the result is all 
too costly to society. 

In this age of efficiency, how little has been done to 
make use of these by-products of society. In the cost of 
jails, penitentiaries and asylums, they eat up the profits. 
In the meantime we build up fine herds, build better roads 
and grander buildings, while through lack of direction, 
our great human assets go to waste. 

In connection with crimes such a s that of the Kid, we 
say smugly: “As ye sow, so shall ye reap.” Has society 
done its utmost in providing good seed arid good soil. Or 
has it been indifferent until the weeds have sprung up

DOMINION DAY 


July 1 is an exclusively Canadian holiday, commemor¬ 
ating the Union of the Provinces of Canada into the Do¬ 
minion. This was brought about by the British North 
America Act which canje into force on July 1, 1867 and 
which united the four provinces of Ontario, Quebec, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick. Manitoba united in 1870. 
British Columbia in 1871 and Prince Edward Island in 
1873. In 1870 also, the North West Territories became a 
part of the Domnion but it was not until 1906 that Sas¬ 
katchewan and Alberta became provincial units of the Do¬ 
minion. 

A glance backward at the causes leading up to Confed- 
eraUon, and the attitude of the Fathers of Confederation 
is not without interest. 

Ontario and Quebec, with equal representation in their 
joint Assembly were deadlocked a great part of the time, 
and between 1862 and 1865, five, ministries held office. 
Parties were so equally balanced that the vote of one 
member could decide the fate of the government. Legis¬ 
lation became a senseless struggle between the two prov¬ 
inces and the leaders realizing the futility of the battle, 
threw down verbal arms, and sought a better form of gov¬ 
ernment. New Brunswick and Nova Scotia were confront¬ 
ed with incidents in connection with the American Civil 
War, which persuaded them to see advantage in a Union 
with the other provinces. 

Abandoning party beliefs, the foremost men from each 
province met at the Quebec Conference, to evolve some 
scheme which would be acceptable to the British govern¬ 
ment. Of French, English, Scottish and Irish descent, 
were these “Fathers of Confederation.” a fitting body to 
carry the responsibilities of fair adjustment amongst the 
provinces. Etienne Tache, veteran of the war of 1812 was 
chairman, but Sir John A. Macdonald was the most prom¬ 
inent member of the gathering. . George Etienne Cartier 
was the wise and tactful leader of the Quebec representa¬ 
tives, who brought his province into Confederation and 
safeguarded its interests. George Brown, editor of the 
Toronto Globe, though a decided Liberal, dropped all par¬ 
ty prejudices iff a desire to bring about a satisfactory Un¬ 
ion. Among Nova Scotian representatives were Charles 
Tupper and Adams Archibald. New Brunswick’s leader 
was Samuel Leonard Tilley. Other historic names in that 
party of thirty-four leaders are George Coles of P.E.I., 
Langevin, Oliver Mowat, Thomas Darcy McGee, Alexander 
Galt and a score of others. . 

The conference debate lasted eighteen days and its re¬ 
sults were summed up in seventy-two resolutions. These 
were presented to the British Government and were ac¬ 
cepted as the foundation of the British North American 
Act which united the Dominion under its present system. 

No greater achievement, no more unselfish purpose has 
ever marked any gathering of Canadian statesmen, than 
that which evolved the legislation on which the Dominion 
is laid. No names are more worthy of an honored place 
in the memory of Canadians, than the names of the 
Fathers of Confederation.

Back to the Old Days Wlven the Farm 
Operated on Self-Sustaining Basis 


Only Those Receptive to Other Ideas 
Can Be Prepared for Future 
Changes 


Pioneer days are here again and it 
is said that over the countryside the 
old smoke houses that have been 
crumbling to decay, are being redec¬ 
orated and are all the style. There 
is to be a revival of home cured ham 
and home-made head-cheese and salt¬ 
ed down meats:' Farmers are , pack¬ 
ing their grain to the village grist 
mill and returning with their own 
flour. More people than for many a 
year are making their own butter, 
and the old art is reasserting itself. 
No doubt this summer many will be 
canning vegetables and there will be 
a big raid on saskatoons. In a hun¬ 
dred little ways, economies, long fal¬ 
len into disuse, will be revived on the 
farms. Probably many have set out 
gardens of small fruits, and are safe¬ 
guarding these with wind breaks. Oth 
ers have started small scale apiaries. 

During the prosperous years, there 
was little need to turn every facility 
to account. Money came easily and 
the farmer proved himself a good 
spender creating an abundance of 
work for other industries. Now he 
has no choice but to guard his every 
outlay. But if driven to it, he is in 
the happy position of being almost 
self sustaining. 

Unfortunately, however, other in¬ 
dustries are not in the same happy 
position, and,the thrift of the agri¬ 
cultural ranks is apt to have a de¬ 
pressing effect on the turn over of 
secondary industries.^ Until the pur¬ 
chasing power of wheat and farm pro 
ducts rises on a parity with factory 
products, there can be no definite re¬ 
turn to normal good times. 


Every new idea that ever came in¬ 
to the world has been opposed, by 
“experts” says Bruce Barton. 

“Napoleon scoffed at the steam¬ 
ship; Wellington would never believe 
the "breach-loading rifle was any 
good; Vanderbilt refused to credit 
the crazy notion of Westinghouse 
that trains could be stopped by 'Jam¬ 
ming air against the wheels.

RING BULL’S NOSE 
SAFETYMEASURE 

...It is never wise .to .conclude that 

the sire of the herd is safe and reli¬ 
able as to temper. Most of the acci¬ 
dents occasioned by bulls Sre a result 
of confidence that the bull is gentle. 

None of them are safe enough to 
Take chances with and all should have 
a sound ring in the nose. A light 
ring should be put in the nose of ev¬ 
ery bull before he is a year old. 
I^ave the ring strictly alone, to al¬ 
low the nose time to he^l and be gen¬ 
tle for some time. Care and kind¬ 
ness will teach the bull to handle 
properly on the ring when he is 
young. v 

Mature bulls should be fitted with 
heavy strong ball rings which will 
stand full force on the staff. 

The ring is in the bull’s nope to 
•end him and not to tie him.—Dairy¬ 
men’s Topics.

WARNING AGAINST 
CUTWORM PEST 

Subscriber Sends Following Sugges¬ 
tions Regarding Great Crop Pest 

Already the cutworm has done con¬ 
siderable damage in large areas in 
Saskatchewan and in Alberta. If far¬ 
mers had taken the warning a year 
ago of guarding against this pest for 
this year’s crop, no doubt consider¬ 
able saving of wheat would have 
been effected. The damage to the 
1932 crop will depend absolutely and 
solely upon, the way fields are han¬ 
dled. 

The moth --of the cutworm flies 
across the fields and lays its eggs, 
starting in the first few days of Aug¬ 
ust. reaching its maximum flight 
about the 20th, and continuing to fly 
and lay eggs until about the middle 
of September. This moth will avoid 
all land that has had eggs upon any 
soil where this crust has been broken, 
however slightly. To avoid cutworm 
damage on a field, therefore, it is ne¬ 
cessary that on summerfallowed 
fields all work should stop by the 
first of August or a very few day& 
afterwards. Then a very slight rain 
will form a crust on these fields, 
which will render them immune the 
following year from cutworm damage 
It is important that no horses or 
stock or implements or wagons shall 
be allowed to cross any summerfal¬ 
low prepared in this fashion, because 
wherever the crust is broken by ani¬ 
mals or implements, there the moth 
will lay its eggs, and considerable 
damage will be experienced the fol¬ 
lowing year. On fields in crop, 
where harvesting operations are con¬ 
ducted before about September 1st, 
then damage the following year is 
almost certain to be experienced un¬ 
less these fields are summerfallowed. 

It is apparent, therefore, , that all 
fields which are cropped this year, as 
fpr as possible, should be summerfal¬ 
lowed in the year 1932 and that in 
addition all work on summerfallowed 
fields this year should cease as soon 
after August 1st as possible, and that 
nothing should be allowed to" walk 
over or cross these fields. 

II. L. .Seamans, Dominion Entom¬ 
ologist stationed at Lethbridge Lab¬ 
oratory, without hesitation states 
that it far better to allow weeds to 
grow on the summorfallow after Aug 
ust 1st in these affected areas, rather 
than to disturb the crust of the soil 
and so invite cutworm damage. 

Also, Mr. K. M. King of the Domin¬ 
ion department of entomology, 
strongly urges the farmers to take 
precaution against cutworms as out¬ 
lined above and goes further in say¬ 
ing that ■ infestation of one cutworm 
to the square foot can clean off all 
the crop, which only goes to prove 
the damage done by this pest and the 
necessity of every farmer taking this 
warning as a guard against a similar 
pest In 1932. 


Pedestrians Doing Better for Them¬ 
selves Than Are Motoriata 

The pedestrians, apparently, is. 
learning how to take care of himself 
in traffic much better than the mo¬ 
torist is. 

We base this conclusion on the fact 
that the National Safety Council has 
just reported that while more than 
half the persons fatally hurt in auto¬ 
mobile-accidents are pedestrians, fa¬ 
talities among drivers are increasing 
at a far more rapid rate. 

Since 1927, deaths to pedestrians 
havdSny^ased only five per cent,; 
among drivers in the same period, 
deaths have increased 35 per cent. 
In other words, casualties ending fa¬ 
tally among pedestrians are increas¬ 
ing only about as rapidly as the num¬ 
ber of pedestrians increases; among 
^drivers, more than twice as fast as 
the number of automobiles increase. 

The point we are leading to is that 
“jay walkers,so-called, are on the 
decline, while the number of drivers 
who expose themselves to unneces¬ 
sary risk increases. This is in the 
nature of things. Pedestriaps are de¬ 
veloping a sixth, or motorized traffic, 
sense. What they formerly did by 
deliberate will they now do almost in¬ 
stinctively. The day is coming when 
jay-walking will be confined to the 
mentally defective. It may be a long 
way off—but it is coming.

WITHOUT COST 


Alberta Settlers Whose Crops Hsve 

Blown Out or Dried May Move 
Elsewhere 

Free transportation of families, 
stock and equipment, will be made 
in certain parts of Alberta, to set¬ 
tlers who wish to move to better lo¬ 
cations. ThU arrangements has been 
made under a tri party agreement be¬ 
tween Federal and Provincial govern¬ 
ments and the railways. 

The areas to be included in the 
free movement anil the time limit for 
the arrangement have not yet been 
fixed by the Provincial Dept. 

There must also be definite arrange 
ment as to suitable locations for re¬ 
settlement. These will be probably 
the foothill country, the near north 
and the Peace River country. A num 
her of applications are on file at the 
department and othe,r applications 
are expected. These .will be passed 
on and if approved the unfortunate 
victims of circumstances will he 
transported \yith no expense of trav¬ 
el. 

There has been no movement of 
this nature since June 1927, but up 
to that time 1700 families had heen 
moved under the free movement 
scheme. 

Hon. George Hoadley when in Ot¬ 
tawa, arranged for a renewal of this 
scheme. 

He also arranged for an extension 
of the free freight privilege for the 
transportation of feed. Federal au¬ 
thorities and railways agreed to a 
time extension up to June 30. for 
Jeed supplies to go into the dry belt.
